his trade. The competition between 
cities for the location of manufacturing plants and the 
attraction of buyers is quite as keen as any commer- 
cial competition. It has called forth the strongest 
efforts of the brightest minds in an endeavor to “get 
business,” not for any one company or trade interest 
but for all combined. The best results have been at- 
tained by co-operative effort. 

Time was when wholesale merchants spent money 
freely to entertain country customers with a view to 
keeping them from going to other cities or competing 
houses. In this way much trade was secured and 
held—at heavy expense. A better plan is to devote 
the greater part of such an appropriation to the sup- 
port of a commercial organization for the general 
good. Much more effective results can be secured 
by concerted action. The city and not one interest 
only is advertised, and buyers are brought in who 
will buy in other than their own exclusive line. The 
retail as well as the wholesale interests benefit by this 
policy. The entire city gains in advertising and busi- 
ness. 

The city that does not exploit its resources is the 
exception and is doomed to retrograde. Chicago, with 
her “Association of Commerce,” has shown the way. 
This organization, composed of all the leading busi- 
ness houses in the city, has sent to 75,000 merchants 
in southern and southwestern territory an attractive 
circular inviting them to come to Chicago, as “a de- 
lightful summer resort” and “the great central mar- 
ket.” Special attractions are the National Military 
Tournament, just closed, the International Aviation 
Meet, August 12 to 20, and the International Munici- 
pal Congress and Exposition, September 18 to 3. 


Eleven national conventions are scheduled to meet in 
Chicago in August. 

This publicity work on the part of cities is not con 
fined to the larger metropolitan centers; it is being 
carried on by smaller cities with notable success. 
Towns like Shreveport, La., with population of a lit- 
tle over 32,000, have their Chamber of Commerce and 
its bureau of publicity to “boom things.” It is a 
widespread movement that is growing in importance 
every day.

PRICE protection as between a manufacturer and the 
wholesale and retail trade has been reduced to a ques- 
tion of patent rights. Recent court

which his product shall be sold after it 
leaves his hands, but those decisions are understood to 
apply only to cases which are not protected by patents. 
The courts have repeatedly upheld the right of the 
manufacturer to control prices under his patents, and 
the United States statute clearly defines and pre- 
scribes that the patentee, or his legal successors or 
assigns, shall have the right to control the making, 
using and vending of such patented articles, and that‘, 
in so doing, he is clearly within the rights granted by 
the statute, to say who shall manufacture his goods 
and who may be permitted to sell them and the price 
at which they may be sold. 

The contrary decision has reference rather to un- 
patented specialties and to trade agreements between 
manufacturers and jobbers, or both, to regulate prices. 
These are declared to be agreements in restraint of 
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trade within the meaning of the “Anti-Trust Ac 
The difference between the price control of a patent 
and an unpatented article appears to be that the forn 
is authorized, while the latter is not. 

A, Parker Nevin, Esq., general counsel for tne N 
tional Association of Manufacturers, in an article « 
the Miles case, written for the American Hardwa: 
Manufacturers’ Association, says: 

“The Supreme Court held that the conditions an 
restrictions placed upon the sale of the goods could n 
be justified on the theory that the goods were propric 
tary medicines manufactured and produced under 
secret process, and also discussed the question as t 
whether a manufacturer is entitled to control the price 
on all sales of the product of his own manufacture 
The courts held that whatever right the manufacture: 
has to extend his control beyond his own sales, depends 
not upon an inherent power incident to production or 
original ownership, but upon agreements, and that th: 
agreements in question, in the case being considered, 
were designed to maintain prices and to prevent com- 
petition between retail dealers. The court also held 
that the validity of agreements to prevent competition 
and to maintain a standard of prices is not to be deter- 
mined by the circumstance of whether the goods were 
produced by one or more manufacturers, or whether 
they had been previously owned by one or many, Com- 
plainant having sold its product at prices agreeable 
to itself, the public, according to the decision, is en- 
titled to whatever advantage may be derived from sub- 
sequent competition. 

“It is interesting to note that Mr. Justice Holmes, 
in a dissenting opinion, suggested that the Medical 
Company might have accomplished the result it de- 
sired in a way that would be beyond successful attack. 
According to Mr. Justice Holmes’ dictum, if the Medi- 
cal Company had made the retail dealers its agents in 
law as well as in name, and also retained the title un- 
til the goods left their hands, the Medical Company, 
as owner, would be acting within its right.”

The ideally perfect hotel with ideal service is a rar- 
‘ty, and unless the traveling public will co-operate 
vith hotel management in correcting errors, omis- 
jons, faults and failures, there will be many more 
vears that the traveling man will have to put up with 
indignities, inconveniences and discomforts. Kick, 
ve traveling men, and kick hard, when the occasion 
warrants, but don’t kick in public and disturb the 
equanimity of every one in the hotel office. A few 
words to the hotel manager will correct a wrong, and 
if it does not ameliorate the conditions of your visit, 
doubtless the next traveling man will not be subject 
to the same inconvenience or indignity under similar 
circumstances. 

| stopped off at Dayton, Ohio, July 24, to see my 
friend Charlie Gummer of the Gem City Stove Co. 
He sure has a busy, lively plant and is turning out a 
high grade of goods, but before going out on the 
Green Line I had an experience at the Hotel Algon- 
quin. I was in-room No. 532 and rang for ice water. 
A neat looking chap, in a clean khaki uniform, came 
into my room. He poured the ice water from his 
metal pitcher into the china pitcher belonging to the 
room, then carefully lifted one chunk of ice after 
another with his dainty fingers and placed it in the 
china pitcher. My surprised look evidently unnerved 
him, for the next piece tumbled to the floor. He 
didn’t appreciate the instructive lesson | endeavored 
to give him. At the hotel office I quietly called the 
managing clerk aside and told him of my experience 
and noticing the offending bell boy close at hand, 
beckoned to him to come over. He truthfully admit- 
ted that he had handled the ice with his hands, 
but insisted that his hands.were clean. When asked 
about the ice dropping on the floor, he indignantly 
denied that charge. No, it didn’t fall on the floor, it 
only fell on the carpet. I stepped aside and am hoping 
that future guests in room No. 532 at this hotel will 
not have the same complaint. 

After spending a few days in Cincinnati [ traveled 
on to Portsmouth, Ohio, and en route smiled to myself 
at the experience of our old friend, Charlie Brackett. 
If poor Charlie were alive I am sure he would enter 
the Biggs House at Portsmouth in the worst hotel con- 
test which B. L. T. is conducting in the Line-O-Type, 
for one time Charlie spent Sunday at the Biggs House 
when he wanted to be in Columbus, and that partic- 
ular Sunday happened to be his birthday; but Biggs 
House it was for that Sunday, for the cashier who had 
the tip that the lid was not on at Columbus arranged 
for Brackett’s check not to reach him until Monday 
at the Biggs House. 

They have a more imposing hotel building in Ports- 


mouth now, but, as many travelers know, bricks and 
mortar and plate glass frontage do not constitute a 
good hotel, and where service is lacking, appearances 
do not count. From what I learned, there is ample 
room for improvement in the service at the Washing- 
ton Hotel in Portsmouth. I was cautioned to reserve 
a room in advance if | wished one with a bath, but the 
drowsy night clerk,. after reading my‘ John Hancock 
on the register and after I had called for my mail, 
didn’t know he had one reserved for me. I really in- 
sisted that the name in which I[ had reserved the room 
was the same as the one on the register and identical 
with the name | expected mail to reach me. I was 
finally ushered into room No. 102 and would repro- 
duce a diagram of the bath room if | thought my 
readers would believe any architect ever designed such 
inconveniences in a 20th Century hotel. 

Ye traveling men who are compelled to stay over- 
night in Portsmouth, beware of room 102. There is 
a bath tub there sure enough, if you have the elo- 
quence to persuade any water to run in it, and there is 
a large basin with faucets for both hot and cold wa- 
ter, but they apparently are not on speaking terms 
with any water works system, and after forty-five

minutes of endeavor to coax enough water to perform 
one’s morning ablutions, I was compelled t 


o have 
wash water brought in pitchers. The joke of it is that 
the delay prevented me from getting down until ten 
minutes past nine and the dining room closed at nine 
o'clock. The gentlemanly clerk didn’t know any place 
in town where one could get a good breakfast, but the 
dining room would be open again in three hours. Re- 
member room No, 102, boys, but if you must stay there 
be sure to provide yourself with a stopper, for the one 
in that room on July 26 was so dilapidated it wouldn’t 
hold water in the basin after it may be brought in 
buckets or pitchers. 

A gentle warning to the pompous clerk was of no 
avail here. He didn’t care to be cautioned that other 
traveling men might be subject to inconveniences un- 
less a plumber spent half an hour flirting with the 
water pipes. Of course he had the only hotel in the 
town and they were doing all the business they could 
take care of, so what was the use of being accommo- 
dating. 

At Portsmouth I found that Robbie Bryan, the Lit- 
tle Giant of the Scioto, was away at the Springs rusti- 
cating, but Frank Knaus was busy as ever inventing 
new kinks for stoves and showed me his new method 
for making aluminum matched plates, an innovation 
in stove molding. At Ironton the Foster Stove Com- 
pany are busy making improvements and alterations 
to their plant. 

Hotel management should welcome kindly criticism. 
One hotel proprietor told me last night that if it wasn’t 
for the kindly meant criticism of his friends he would 
never know of the shortcomings of his employes, and 
unless one’s attention is called to delinquencies how is 
a hotel proprietor to make corrections? So, Knights 
of the Grip, if you have a kick coming don’t carry it 
around with a grouch but whisper it into the ear of 
the management and if the correction be too late for 
your visit, remember it will be an assistance to your 
fellow traveler following you.

Homer Swope has been appointed trustee for the 
Leader stove foundry, at Quincy, IIl., adjudged bank- 
rupt. 

Dealers who handle gasolene stoves or engines will 
do well to bear in mind that water in the gasolene is 
sometimes the cause of stove or engine trouble. When 
complaint is made that an engine balks or a_ stove 
‘“‘won’t work,” look to the quality of the gasolene. If 
it contains water, ten to one the difficulty is there. 

The Chester County Court, sitting at West Chester, 
Pa., has confirmed the sale of the property of the 
Yeager-Hunter Stove Works, in Spring City, Pa., by 
the receivers, to Allan W. Urner, that place, for $37,- 
500. It is expected that a new company will be 
formed, the plant repaired, and work will be resumed 
within a short time. 

The Taylor & Boggis Foundry Co., of Cleveland, 
O., will erect four buildings at 3027-47 E. 55th st., 
Cleveland, at a cost of $115,000. These buildings 
will be: A hardware building, $37,000; a cast iron 
foundry, $48,000; pattern storage building, $12,500, 
and an office building, $17,500. Brick, concrete and 
steel will be used in the construction. 

T. D. Friend and others, of Columbus, O., have been 
trying to interest capital in the organization of a com- 
pany to manufacture ranges, stoves and heaters under 
the patents of the Maloy fire control system. The Fire 
Retainer Heater Co. has been organized with a capi- 
tal of $50,000, and it is proposed to build a factory for 
the manufacture of stoves and ranges at Columbus if 
sufficient capital can be interested. 

Imports of merchandise into the. United States in 
the fiscal year 1911 were about $29,000,000 less than 
in 1910, a falling off of about 2 per cent. The im- 
ports of tin in bars amounted to $37,900,000, com- 
pared with $30,900,000 in 1910; copper in pigs, $32,- 
000,000 in 1911 and $30,900,000 in I910; iron ore, 
$6,700,000 in I9II and $6,800,000 in 1910; pig iron, 
$6,100,000 in 1911 and $6,300,000 in 1910; copper ore, 
$5,800,000 in 1911 and $6,500,000 in Ig10; tin plates, 
$3,000,000 in 1911 and $4,400,000 in IgIO. 

The Duluth-Superior shipments of iron ore by lake 
for the month of June, 1911, were about 30 per cent 
less in quantity than a year ago, the shipments from 
some of the other important ports showing even heav- 
ier declines ; the six months’ shipments of iron ore fell 
from 14,711,179 long tons to 8,675,624 long tons dur- 
ing the present year, marking a decline of over 4c 
per cent. Of the total receipts for the month of iron 
ore, 4,460,764 long tons, over 80 per cent, viz., 3,674,- 
431 long tons are credited to Lake Erie ports, the re- 
mainder going to Lake Michigan ports, chiefly Chi- 
cago, Gary and Indiana Harbor, and the same per- 
centage holds good for the first half of the present 
year.

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TALKS ABOUT BUSINESS BUILDING. 


BY A. F. SHELDON, 


Formulator of the Science of Business Building and 
Editor of The Business Philosopher. 
TALK NO. 2. 

At the close of our last article, I asked the question, 
Who are the salesmen in the world of commerce? 

My reason for asking-this question is the fact that 
there seems to be quite a general impression among 
business men that it is those only who directly mar- 
ket product, sell, or take orders for the product of any 
given commercial institution, who may or should be 
termed “salesmen.” 

If we wish to be technical, and follow dictionary 
definitions, possibly this is correct, but it is better to be 
practical than too technical, and the test of practic- 
ability is result-getting; in the commercial world— 
business-building. 

The way to get results—profit-making business—is 
to follow this definition : 

The salesmen of the world in the realm of Com- 
merce are the commercial institutions themselves. 

Whether an individual business, a partnership, or a 
corporation, there is just one salesman for each Com- 
mercial Institution in existence today—the institution. 

It is a Composite Being. If a partnership or cor- 
poration, it is a Legal Entity. 

Everybody from porter up to president is a part of 
one salesman—the institution. 

The result of the efforts of the institution—its work 
as a whole when successful—is to market its product 
at a profit. 

As we saw in Talk No. 1 the accomplishment of this 
result is dependent upon the service rendered. This 
in turn depends upon the efficiency of each unit. 

Every human being in an institution must be a 
success for the institution itself to be a complete 
success. 

Every human being in it must be a service-renderer, 
and if he is that he is bound to be a business-builder, 
and by all the rules of Commercial Logic a Union of 
Business-Builders can result in one thing only—a 
profitable business. 

HOW ABOUT EQUIPMENT? 

If each person engaged in the service of the institu- 
tion is right, the equipment must and will be right. 
Equipment is effect; Man is cause, 

The right cause (man) will provide the right effect 
(equipment). 

A house is known by the customers it gets and 
keeps. It is the repeater that counts—the pleased 
buyer, who buys and buys again. He advertises your 
service by continuing his Patronage. Strive to make 
many like him. He is the most potent factor in com- 
mercial success—the pleased patron, who buys and 
buys again. 

Both the getting and the keeping of customers or 
patrons depends upon the efficiency of each unit in the 
composite’ salesman—the institution. Its success is 


the sum of the successes of the individuals engaged 


in its service. Make each unit right, and the wh 
will take care of itself. 


E PLURIBUS UNUM, 
UNITED WE STAND, DIVIDED WE FALL. 
was never said more truly of our great country th 
of every commercial institution in it. 

Successful institutions are nothing more than t 
combined efforts of successful men. The house as 
whole must persuade the buying public to purchase ; 
product at a profit. 

SALESMANSHIP IS PERSUASION APPLIED TO BUSINESS 


Persuasion works both ways. People are persuade: 
to buy, people are persuaded not to buy, people are 
sometimes persuaded by one individual part of the 
composite salesman to buy and then are persuaded 
not to keep on buying by some other part of th 
composite salesman, 

This is not done intentionally, of course, as a rule; 
but it is results that count, and persuasion not to keep 
on buying—not to become a repeating patron—is the 
result of the words or deeds of an inefficient unit. 

A HOUSE DIVIDED AGAINST ITSELF CANNOT STAND. 

Nineteen hundred years ago this great truth was 
uttered. It is one of the eternal truths of alltime. It 
is as true now as it was then. It will be as true tomor- 
row as it is today. 

In the business world, united effort spells success. 
Disunity—division—clash of interest—these consti- 
tute the prologue of the drama that ends in the bank- 
ruptcy court. 

I have known the good work of a good getter of 
customers—the salesman in the technical sense of that 
term—to be all undone by the untactful work of the 
credit man; or, again, by the short answer or smart 
remark of the repair man. 

The inefficient work of a bookkeeper, who should te 
driving a mule instead of pushing a pen, has driven 
away many a customer, People do not like to get 
incorrect bills. 

Poorly written, letters, incorrect spelling, lack of 
efficiency of any kind on the part of the stenographer 
and typist often spoils business. 

WHAT MAKES A SUCCESSFUL BUSINESS? 

I answer, Not only the business obtained, but the 
business retained. The first is the seed, the second is 
the tree that bears the fruit of profit. 

Business-building consists in keeping the patron 
once made, and making his good-will a magnet to 
attract other patrons. 

Great commercial institutions are not built by the 
patrons of the day, but by the patrons of the years, 
whose children, in time, will become patrons. 

AN ENDLESS CHAIN OF PATRONAGE IS THE ONLY HOPE 
FOR THE SUCCESS OF A GREAT BUSINESS HOUSE. 

It is all very plain when we once wake up to the 
fact that confidence is really the basis of all trade. It 
is not only the basis, but the very atmosphere in which 
it grows. 

Every thought you think, every word you speak, 
every act you perform, adds to the sum of the confi- 
dence the buying public has in your institution, or it 
subtracts in some degree from it. 


There is no middle ground. There is one kind of 
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raight sticks only. All sticks are either straight or 

some degree crooked. 

The words you speak and the deeds you do are 
ther right or wrong. They either tend to beget and 
irengthen confidence, or to destroy it. 

This is true of every one connected with the com- 
josite salesman—the institution. 

To get results, to render service, and therefore build 
yusiness—in fact, to make a profit of each department 

of the hardware business or of any other business— 
each department must work in harmony within itself 
and with all the others. 

There is often too much rivalry between depart- 
ments and too much rivalry between people in de- 
partments. Unselfish co-operation constitutes the 
lubricating oil for the machinery of business. Apply 
it, to avoid friction. Selfishness is a sand that cuts 
and wears the machinery out. 

In the ball-team that wins, each player is willing to 
make a sacrifice hit, if necessary. It’s the team, the 
team, the team. Anything that’s fair to make the 
team win! 

It’s the star team spirit in business that wins, not 
the team of stars. 

The workers in an institution are not independent, 
neither are they dependent, All are interdependent. 

Stand so close, together that you support one 
another, 

E Pluribus Unum. United we stand, divided we 
fall. Make that the motto of your institution, as it is 
the motto of our nation. Then no one can “fall down.” 

When soldiers would pass over a stream the force 
of which would hurl one man from his feet, they 
link arms, form a long file and plunge in. So united, 
they successfully ford it. What no one man could do 
a united mass of men can do, and yet the combined 
effort results in the profit of each individual. 

In the world of commerce there are rivers that 
would prove just as disastrous for one man to try to 
pass over alone. Don’t let him do it. Let him call 
his companions, and go over with them triumphantly. 
Their victory will be his victory. 

All will win, and yet each man will be an individual 
victor. Isn’t that the noblest kind of victory in which 

all triumph and no one suffers defeat ? 
ARE YOU THE “BOSS?” 

If you are, I want a word with you. If you are an 
employe—that is, the right kind of employe—the em- 
ploye who has determined on becoming a “boss’’ some 
day—this is of interest to you, too. 

A great business man said to me recently, “I quit 
thinking about the success of the company, dividends, 
et cetera, a long time ago, and transferred my thought 
to make each man and woman connected with my 
institution a success. As soon as | did that, I found 
that the success of the institution began to take care 
of itself.” 

If the employes in your institution are not successes, 
then your institution is not a success. Do you feel 
that way?

-OST AND PROFIT IN THE HARDWARE 
BUSINESS. 


Harry Mead, of Wichita, Kan., a member of the Execu- 
Committee of the Cost Educational Association, takes up 
ie of the points of cost accounting for hardware men in 
following article: 

Your “cost” should be figured before, going into business 
that as it may, 90 or 95 per cent of dealers do not know 
at the cost of doing business means, and it is getting to 
int where a man has to know the cost and know more 
the details of business or he will get out of business. 
There is a dead line and you can not go below that line. 
re is not a manufacturer but who knows all his cost, 





1m the raw material down to and including the cost of the 
veling man; in fact, his whole cost of doing business, and 
cost is marked on the goods. He may cut down some, 
he won’t go below the cost, for that is the dead line. 

Somebody might take issue with me, but the live jobber 
ind manufacturer know their dead lines today; we have it 
to do. 

There have been ten or a dozen systems of accounting 
put on the market, but there are too many complications to 
them. You need have only two columns. Take cost at fac- 
tory and freight, putting down your net cost, and the cost 
f doing business. Every dollar paid out is your cost. Then 
divide total expense account by total sales. 

You keep note of your total expenses and divide the 
amount by total of your sales, then you will know the per- 
centage of cost in doing that amount of business. 

For instance, take a stove that cost $10 at the factory; a 
man said he could not look a buyer in the face and ask him 
$20 for it. He said he would be thinking, “I am making $10 
off you.” But when I figured it out and showed him that 
$8 was the cost of doing business and only-$2 was the profit, 
it gave him some confidence in talking to his customers and 
he said, “I can now look him in the eye and ask $20.” When 
you get up your courage like that, you do not have any 
trouble in making sales and getting your price. I do not 
know whether it is hypnotism or not. 

Do not cut your profits to keep your competitors from 
making a profit. We now take the liveliest competitor we 
have and split the profits with him in order to make such 
sale. Do you not lower your price to a customer. Count 
your store service, your reputation and brains and when one 
won’t pay your_price let him go to your competitor and then 
split the profit with him. 

Do not let the traveling man set the retail price. We 
had a junior traveler come along, say on a corn grinder. - He 
fixed a price of $26. We called him back. He said, “You 
‘annot get any more. We do not get any more for it, any- 
viiere, and they sell for $25 in Kansas City.” I said, “We 
ret $380, and you cannot come down here and set prices.” 

I am the friend of the traveler—he brings you the news 
have we owe 


le can make or break you, and any success w 


to the traveler, who has made us more money than any 


ther avenue, or any source we have come in contact with 
We sit down with our traveler and learn many things from 
im. 

One thing you have overlooked on which you could 
nake money, and that is the gasoline engine. At the start 
traveling man sold one for us and got $320, on which we 
rota margin of $17. If he had had any idea of the cost of 
loing business, he would have had a better margin for us. 
We do not figure the cash discounts in the cost of doing 
usiness, you only get 2 per cent, anyway, and do not always 
ake it. It is yours and goes into your pocket, anyway. 

A dealer by the name of Robinson, down in Kansas, says 
e would not sell any article on earth without a triple price. 
lirst, the cash discount; second, the profit, and third, the 
interest on note, all added to the cash price. 

You ought to get interest on every note you have. In 


our country we have to pay interest, and we are to get a 
little more interest than we pay. On counting one sale we 
found we collected $2.17 less interest than we paid 

Another thing, if I were doing only enough business to 
hire one salesman, I would hire a cashier or a cash register 
—one simple cash system. We bought a cash register and 
went into a little plan to make money. I believe having a 
cash system is the only thing to do. Get on a cash discount 
basis. Do not have any old-fashioned cash drawer where a 
bell rings as everybody opens it. An old man I know thought 
he was making money right along; he was selling more and 
more goods but could not meet 
sent an expert accountant down, who reorganized the busi- 
ness, and now that man has paid off all he owes, and is on 
the road to making money again 

The first thing a man will do who works you will 
be to learn the cost mark. He is not a smart fellow 
cannot after a little study. He feels that it is something 
he ought to know. We never had 
the first thing to read it, as something held back from him, 


so we do not have any cost mark 








In the retail business you have \ ige and 
nerve to mark your goods high enough, \ salesman 
won't have the nerve to ask that price if the stares him 
in the face, unless that cost includes the cost of doing busi- 
ness. You have to keep up your own courage and get the 
price on your goods, and your salesman will be bolstered 
up and make more sales and get the pric: 

We have the traveling men come down and educate our 
employes. Every Thursday night we have a school of edu- 
cation for them on goods handled, business methods, window 
and store displays, etc. We get hold of any man we can, 
who can talk on any particular line. We had man last 


Thursday night who talked on “Axle Grease and Oil.” That 
does not sound very interesting, but it is a line we can sell. 

If we happen to get a line we cannot sell in the store, 
the traveling man goes out and sells it. If the fault is not 
with the line, and a salesman cannot sell the goo¢ 
him go and hire another man 

An exclusive line will apply to almost everything. It is 
a hard thing to establish at first. As you know, three or four 
more traveling men are carrying similar lines [They are 
your friends and all good fellows; but you cannot buy from 
all of them. If you buy from all three you cannot give any 
one of them enough business 

I believe that every hardware and implement dealer ought 
to take pride in being called a merchant. It grates on me 


to be called a storekeeper and to have my employes called 


clerks instead of salesmen. Call yourself “merchant” and 


your clerks “salesmen.” Does it not sound better to you, 
too? 

You are living faster in one year than you formerly lived 
in five years, and it is better to be a live merchant than a dead 
storekeeper, and if you want acknowledgment as to your 
standing you have to be a merchant.—Michigan Tradcsman

and sheet-iron heating stoves are of local 


and not at all satisfactory to those accustomed to fac- 


tory-made articles. A demand for foreign-made goods 
will gradually develop; in fact, such articles Furo- 
pean and American make are occasionally found for 


sale in some of the shops, as well as the following arti- 
cles, for which there is a gradually increasing demand ; 
Sewing machines, pistols and ammunition, pocket 
knives, table knives and forks, plated ware, spoons, 
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razors, cooking utensils, heating and cooking 
stoves, lamps and lanterns, wire nails, sheet iron and 
wire. 

ENAMELED WARE. 

The people of Turkey have adopted the use of en- 
ameled ware in their housekeeping, and from the high- 
est to the lowest it has come into general use, not only 
for the table, but for cooking vessels and wash ves- 
sels as well. It is as cheap if not cheaper than por- 
celain, and with good usage lasts indefinitely. As it 
is lighter than porcelain or china ware and less liable 
to break in shipping, it also commends itself to the 
merchants. 

Recently, upon the admission of Christian soldiers 
into the Turkish army, new ideas were introduced into 
the barrack life of the soldier, and instead of a bunch 
of men messing out of a large kettle, as formerly, now 
each soldier is supplied with an enameled-ware soup 
plate, platter and cup. The innovation was welcomed 
and in this manner a wider market is made for en- 
ameled ware. 

Nearly all the enameled ware used in Turkey is 
manufactured in Austria, most of it coming through 
Constantinople merchants, who are willing to supply 
a local dealer as much or as little of the goods as he 
requires and on the latter’s terms.

The benzine brightens up and 
cleans the patterns and on evaporating leaves a thin 
coating of the bayberry wax on the pattern, which will 
prevent tarnishing for a long time. 

To make a plaster of paris match without oil, use 
two pounds of dextrine and ten quarts of boiling water. 
Stir till dissolved, then use this one-half and one-half 
with water and mix with plaster of paris. Pour over 
night, though a couple of days’ drying will be better. 
A harder and more durable match will result than in 
using expensive linseed oil.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


Business is reported as of fair proportions for this 
time of the year. Western dealers are moving large 
quantities of builders’ hardware and are beginning 
to note a demand in other lines as well. While it is 
yet too early to predict what the outcome of the 
Fall trade is likely to be, every indication points to 
an improvement in the tone and volume of business. 
The metal trades are already active. The mills in 
some of the eastern districts are running full. This 
applies particularly to sheet mills, and it is reported 
that the wire mills also are operating on a basis of 
about 80 per cent of capacity, which is regarded as 
very satisfactory considering that this is the dull 
season. There is every indication of improved activ- 
ity all along the line and the hardware trade is cer- 
tain to share in any such improvement. 


An encouraging feature is the crop situation which 
is much improved over a month ago. The uncer- 
tainty over the outcome of the approaching harvest 
may be said to have been allayed by the copious rain, 
and the prospect that farmers everywhere will harvest 
large crops is as encouraging to the hardware trade 
as to any other line of retail business. Prices for the 
most part are firm, and there is no pronounced weak- 
ness anywhere in the hardware trade. 

The manufacturers’ nail market remains steady. 
The base price at the mill for jobbers is $1.70 per 
keg and $1.85 at the mill for less than carloads. The 
base price of cut nails at the mill for jobbers is $1.60 
per keg. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.93, $2.00 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers,’ car lots, $1.88; retailers’, car lots, $1.99, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.88, and to retailers in car lots, $1.95. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 


TIN PLATE. 


Both the American Sheet & Tin Plate Co, and the 
independents are now operating about 80 per cent of 
their capacity. This means that about 260 mills are in 
operation, of which about 30 per cent are independent. 
Market is firm on specifications in good number, but 
there seems to be no large accumulation of orders. 
Much export business is being done at small margin. 
The rebate and export business of the leading interest 
is regarded as the cause of its increasing its produc- 
tion at this usually dull season of the year. Accord- 
ing to the annual statistical report of the American 
Iron & Steel Association the production of black plates 
for tinning in 1910 amounted to 712,137 tons, and the 
production of tin and terne plates in 1910 amounted 
to 722,770 tons. The present price for tin plate to 
retailers, f. o. b. Chicago, is $8.90 for 100 pounds, 
20x28, 


SHEETS. 

The sheet mills are still running largely on export 
trade. It is possible to do this at low prices and on 
small margin of profit because of the lower cost of 
bars used to make sheets for rebate and export plates 
as compared with the prices on bars used to make 
tin plate for the regular domestic market. 

The statistics of sheet production show a total out- 
put of 2,147,756 gross tons in I910 as compared with 
1,855,248 gross tons in 1909. The greater part of 
this production was steel sheets and included in these 
figures are the black plates for tinning. The produc- 
tion of sheets alone, excluding black plates for tin- 
ning, was 1,435,619 tons in IQIO, as compared with 
1,248,766 tons in 1909. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.65 out of store 
per 100 pounds, No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 


Business remains very quiet both at home and 
abroad.. The foreign market has been easier during 
the past week, due to heavy liquidation by speculative 
holders. Considering the extent of this movement 
the market has been remarkably steady. The chief 
producers are not in the mood to reduce their prices 
for refined copper, and the purely speculative offer- 
ings do not seriously break the market. The bid 
prices on the Metal Exchange in New York advanced 
somewhat during the week, though spot copper was 
unchanged. Exports show a considerable increase, 
and with anything like the usual demand in the Fall 
the market should show an advance in tendency with 
corresponding firmness. Quotations on spot and 
August were 12.12% bid and September and October 
12.15 bid, while October went as high as 12.17% bid. 





TIN. 


The important feature of the week was the statis- 
tical position made public on the first of the month, 
which indicates that the visible will increase only about 
1,000 tons. If correct the visible will stand just 
about where it was a year ago. American deliveries 
are given out at 4,300 tons. This is 500 tons greater 
than July, 1910. For the seven months this year the 
deliveries are 26,000 tons against 27,600 tons last 
year. Straits shipments are cabled as 4,500 tons com- 
pared with 5,060 tons last year. For seven months 
this is a decrease of 932 tons. Everything at present 
seems to favor the Syndicate. They have all the Lon- 
don spot stocks and can do what they please with the 
market. As for the futures they seem to be doing 
nothing but awaiting developments which they evi- 
dently think will be in their favor. 





LEAD. 
Both the New York and St. Louis markets have 
been steady during the week at unchanged quotations. 
During July the arrivals at Atlantic ports were 5,550 
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tous from Mexico and 35 tons from Europe. The ex- 
jo:is during the same period were 7,510 tons. , Ad- 
yic-s from the Joplin ore district report total ship- 
mets for week ended July 29, 800 tons; previous 
week, 821 tons; same week last year, 849 tons; this 
year, 25,616 tons; last year, 24,995 tons; increase, 
621 tons.

SPELTER. 

The market has been steady and featureless. Ad- 
vices from the Joplin ore district report total ship- 
ments for week ended July 29, 4,389 tons; previous 
week, 5,266 tons; same week last year, 5,373 tons: 
this year, 157,255 tons; last year, 169,005 tons; de- 
crease, 11,750 tons. 

President Kimball, of the American Zinc, Lead & 
Smelting Co., says: “The United States govern- 
ment has recently compiled statistics covering the 
spelter industry for the first half of the current cal- 
endar year. These figures show an increase of about 
4 per cent in production and an increase of about 10 
per cent in consumption. In other words consump- 
tion seems to be expanding more rapidly than produc- 
tion; and this in spite of the fact that industrial opera- 
tions in this country are probably not better than 75 
per cent of normal. Should business operations re- 
sume normal proportions, an actual shortage in 
spelter would threaten,”

Re- 
ports are that a little tonnage of steel bars was sold 
at 1.20c, Pittsburgh, due to a small independent in the 
West breaking loose and the other mills meeting the 
figure according to their custom. It is stated the 
market is back to the 1.25¢ price now all along the 
line. There is not much incentive for any mill to cut, 
because the other mills watch the situation very 
closely and it is part of “the system” to meet such 
cuts and thus avoid the original cutter making much 
out of it. 


PIG IRON. 
No large inquiries of any importance have been 
noted during the past week. In the Chicago district 


consumers are coming in more freely for foundry 


grades and in the St. Louis territory sales have been 
fairly satisfactory. In Pittsburgh the steel situation 
is improving which would indicate better markets for 
iron. In the Birmingham, Ala., market the situation 
is gradually gaining strength and higher prices are 
expected in the future. The recent advances at Buf- 
falo are being held on the basis of 13.50 furnace for 
No. 2X foundry. Virginia quotes 12.25 furnace for 
regular foundry grade.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, in their weekly report, 
say: 
The week has seen a decided change for the better in the 


pig iron situation and this influence has been widely felt. 
While nothing is as yet rushing, there is better feeling thru- 
out and reports from all sides are encouraging 

Prices have been raised in several instances in the South, 
due to well-filled order books and disinclination to sell fur- 
ther iron at less than cost. The Southern Furnaces are not 
as yet a unit in the matter of this advance, but it is be- 
lieved it will be but a short time before they are all prac- 
tically on the same basis. 

We understand consumption generally is improving. Sev- 
eral of the largest steel makers are operating on increased 
time and report business picking - There is some fair 
inquiry pending and this will probably be closed in the next 
day or two. 

The crop situation is of high order and is having its good 
effect. 

Coke is about the same, production not having increased to 
a noticeable extent. Movement of pig iron and coke so far 
by the Railroads, is good, but it is only a question of time 
when they will again be snowed under with crop movement. 


Matthew Addy & Co., of Cincinnati, in their weekly mar- 


ket report say: 
Pig iron prices remain firm and in some sections furnaces 


have actually advanced their quotations. Inquiry is in a 
large measure confined to the latter part of the present year, 
although considerable interest is being shown in the first 
half of 1913. In the south—in the Birmingham district espe- 
cially—furnaces are not willing to sell to for last quarter 
delivery at “spot” prices. There they are growing more op- 
timistic over the situation and feel that very soon an advance 
will be firmly established. They have had their share of 
selling at a loss and now when they can see daylight ahead 
they don’t intend to tie up far into the future. They are 
willing to sell for late 1911 at a fair advance, but they are 
almost a unit in declining to quote for 1912. As one fur- 
naceman puts it, “Buyers would probably not be interested 
now at prices we believe will rule next year, so what’s the 
use ?” 
The steel makers are all busy. Many consumers have 
delayed until now to furnish requisitions on orders entered 
early in the year. Consequently the steel mills are rushed and 
in some instances are operating Souble turns. Some basic 
sales of importance have been closed in the east and there 
are large inquiries for malleable Bessemer in the Chicago 
territory. Ohio foundry irons are selling freely and, while 
probably not quite so rigid in their views as their southern 
brothers, producers here are keeping in close touch with the 
situation. 

There is certainly a marked improvement, not only senti- 
mentally but materially. The number of requests for imme- 
diate shipment indicates that foundrymen generally are not 
carrying large stocks. The situation looks good today from 
almost any viewpoint
